WHY WE SHOULD ‘INOREASE AND 
MULTIPLY.’ 

Tho prvesnt goneration hardly roalizos 
that France, until the fail of Napoleon 1., 
was the puramouot power among the 
civilized notions of the world, The French, 
ou the other hand, aro just beginning to 
realize that they hava talien from their 
high position, although they etill hold thair 
own 28 one of tho groat nations whose 
powor is so equally balanced that nono is 
predominant. Jules Roshe, ox-Minister of 
Commercial Affaira, shows in the Figaro 
that tha decline of his country’s power is 
mainly dive to the difference in tho propor- 
tion of the world’s population which falls 
to the share of France in oar times. He 
saya:

LIFE OF AN ARCTIO EXPLORER.* 
SIR JOHN FHANELIN, Dix. 


Sir Joho Frouklin was a0 Australian Go- 
yernor es well as an Arctic explorer, though 
the fact ia often forgotten in the light of 
his more adventurous experiences, Yet 
the six yesra’ term of his rule in Tasmania 
between 1836 and 1842 fell in the midat of 
s period not without a certain interest uf 
excitement. For 60 years ago Tasmania 
was still’ known by its old name of Yan 
Diemen’s Land, and the associations thera. 
with wero rife and in full vigour. And 
then he served at saa ‘from boyhood in the 
days of Neleou. He was signal midehip- 
man on tho Bellerophon at the battlo of 
Trafalgar, and then end after he partici- 
pated in experiences which Mr Traill in 
this volume tnkes an evident delight in 
dwelling upon, “He visited the Arctic ra- 

ion aa oarly as 1820, and again in 1825. 

‘t wos 20 yeara after this that he made that 
last and -ill-fated, voyage, which hos ever 
since impressed the imaginations of Eng- 
lishmen a3 much by the devotion aud dia- 
sppointed hope of his wife as by the doubt 
that so long overshadowed his own mys- 
teriously tragical end. Of all chig Frank- 
lin’s present biographer omaays to tell the 
story in this book. But he aims at some- 
thing more. ‘What Franklia did may be 
sufficiently well known to his countrymen 
already,’ says Mr Trail; ‘ what he was— 
how kindly and sffeotionate, how medeat 


‘and magnanimous, how loyal in his frisnd- 


ships, how faithful. in bis allegiance to duty, 
how deeply and unaffectedly religious ’*—is 
what tho writor fully succeeds in impressing 
on the mind of ‘the resder by this charm. 
ingly-written biography. 

It is interesting to trace here the causes 
of Franklin’s conveotion with Australia, 
His firet voyage was made at the ago of 
fiftean m the Investigator, oummanded by 


. {an Australec explorer in the person of Cap- 


tein Matthew Flinders, who had married 
the lad’s aunt. The sbip was bound for the 
southern hemisphere, where she sarvoyed 
the Australian coast line from King George's 
Bound to Port Jackson in 1802, Here he 
made thé ‘acquaintance of Governor King, 
who playfully named him ‘Mr Tyoho Brabé’ 
in allusion to bis soientiflo studies, and 
thenos he voyaged in the Investigator on far 
as the Golf of Carpentaria, when the yeseel’s 
rotten timbers began to give way, leaving 
Elinders barely able to get back to Sydney. 
Thence young Franklin'and his captain went 
homeward in the Porpoiss, bnt struck a reef 


in Torres Stroits, and only made their escape 
after an island experience of a few months. 
Flivders was captured by the French at 
Mauritius, kept prisonér for six years anda 
half and only got his charts and observations 
published in’ England the very day of his 
death. Young Franklin went home by 
China, taking part on the way in a naval 
fight between British merchantmen and some 
French men-of-war, which Mr ‘rail thinks 
worthy to rank with that which gave rise to 
the legend of the ‘ Saucy Arethusa,’ Trafal- 
gar, of course, came. after thet ; but when 
the time of inaction odme again Franklin's 
mind returned to the Australian coaats he had 
so nearly succesded in circumnavigating. He 
heard in 1814 from Flindere’s naturalist that 
another voyage to Australia was ia contem- 
plation, and he wrote expressing hia willing: 
neas to go if he could get promotion before- 
hand, uot caring to riek the chances of a five 
or six years’ absence to * find the patrons aud 


friends of the voyage either removed or nn. 
able to procure i the appitatment you 
have so anxiously songht.’ But the Ad- 
wiralty wrote bim that the pescs had put 
anend to promotion, aod so Franklin ‘found 
himeelf conneoted with the Arctic voyage of 
the Dorothea and Trent. It. was after his 
second yoyage that be was knighted, then 
came a command in the Moditerrancan, and 
some yoars later his Tasmanian Spprintment. 
It is mtéresting ‘to rend here o letior from 
Dr Arnold, of Rugby, congratulating Fraok- 
lin on thie atep, ond anticipating io hia 
innocence an ininsion of govd elements into 
the infant society of Vaa Diemen’s Land 
under the influence-of bis macsgement and 
character. Later on thie saws distinguished 


| correspondent auggested thet if the Goyorn- 


ment would make him p bishop or prinoipal 
of a college undsr Franklin's goveruorehip 
he would be tempted*to emigrate with his 
family. But hia biographer gives a queer 
picture of public opinion in tho Hobart of 
that day, quoting from the Rey. Jobn 
West's: brightly-written and well-informed 
“* History of Tasmania”? for that purpose. 
Franklin followed Colonel Arthur, who had 
thade a host of encmies, and the advent of a 
sailor in placa of the soldier inclined to make 
the nowcomer popular. His hearty frank- 
ness made a further favourabe impreasion, 
and he was received with enthusiasm ; bat 
within & ehort while ho sent home a 
favourable report of the ‘results of bis 


predeoessor’s role, and from thet time

His first serious trouble was brought about 
by his own private senretary, Captain Mao.

reacer of this biography its interest will 
doubtless. b¢ considerably increseed by the
